Fairchild.—Every thing relative to the fate of young Fairchi!d 
continues wraoped in inystery. Alderman Stevens and Mr Justice 
Lowndes on Thursday examined his father, brothers, and fellow 
boarders, when it clearly appeared that he was a temperate, regular, 
business man, in good health, and unter no pecuolary or otherem 
barrassments likely to lead him to the rash act of suicide. He lett 
his store, near the corner of Ced ir and Pearl-streets, in company 
witha ounger brother about 16 or 17 years old, and when they ap 
proached the Boarding house of the mi-sing one, (in Pear! street be 


tween Fulton and B ekman,) he asked his brother for his nmbrella, | 


as he should be going out that evening: the umbrella was left with 
him. 

This was at dusk of the evening. He wentin readt e papers, 
drank tea as usual, we.t up to his chrmber, washed his hands, came 
down, put on his cloak, and new about half past 6, passed through 
the hall tothe street, with a fellow boarder, who being about to 
walk up Pearl street, asked him if he was walking that way : Fairchild 
said ** no, —he was going down.” 

All these thinus were done and said in his usual way.—His habit 
was frequently to stop at one of the bulletin offices for the evening 
news, and afterwards to go up town to see a brother confined by 
sickness ; and sometimes he visited a friend in Pearl street, near the 
battery. Nothing sure ts known of him, after he left the Boarding 
house steps. His cloak, which is fully identified, was found on the 
bridge eading fromthe Buttery o Castle Garden, the next morning 
at 7 o’clock, lying 8 or 10 feet from the gate. The snow and sleet 
on the ground were in sucha cond tion that the tracks might then 
have shed some light on this mystery ; but it was not till alter two 
days, that the cloak was identified or in any way connected with a 
missing man 

The early hour hoth of bis going out and of his usualfreturn home, 
supposing him to have intended to visit his friend in Pearl street, 
would seem to have offered no suitable opportunity of time, or place, 
for an assassin to make hima victim: and the whole is involved in 
uncertainy. We condole with the respectable father and family of 
thie young man, and sinccrely hepe they may be speedily relieved 
from the tortoring suspense atlendant on his mysterious disappear- 
ance. —Whig.

The following is apart of the statement given by Mr James 
Knagg, arespectable cit:zen residing at the river Aux Roisin, in the

From 
thence the regiment proceeded with the army under General Hare 
risen tothe river Thames, in Upper Canada, and there met the ene- 
miny—a battle was fought—the whole British army taken prisoners, 
and the Indians defeated with great slaughter. When the heat of 
the battle was over, a number proceeded to gather the killed and 
wounded, when it wasannounced that Colonel Johnson was killed,

TRIALS OF THE BRISTOL RIOTERS. 


His Majesty’s special commissioners for the trial of the prisonere 
implicated in the lite outrage, anu also for the delivery of the gaol 
of all other offenders agvinst the laws, was opened at Bristoi on 
Monday morning. The event, as might be reasonably supposed, had 
been looked forward to with an almost unparaileled degree of anxi- 
eiy. and not a few had even dreaded its approach, from an appre- 
hension of a recurrence of those dreadful scenes of disorder 
which attended the tate en'ry of the recorder. The measures of 
precaution which have been adopted, however, were, nevertheless, 
most praiseworthy,and, if any atiempt at violence had been made, 
there can be no doubt thit they would have been found fally ade- 
quate to the pressing emergency. The usual proclamation againsé 
vice and immorality having been read, the Lord Chief Justice pro 
ceeded to chargethe Jury at greatlength; after which, the grand 
jery retired, and the court, having waited some time, adjourned to 
the judges’ lodgings. On the return of the judges to their lodgings 
in Pork street, there was not the slighe-t appearance of confusion 
in the str ets, and thus the developement of the excellent arrange- 
ments make by the sheriffs, together with the reeult of Monday’s 
proceedings, completely restored confidence even in the minds of 
the most tiunid. 

On Tuesday the following prisoners were placed at the bar, name- 
ly: Wm. Clarke, Pat. Kearaey, James Williams, Daniel Higgs, 
James Courtenay, John M’Kay, and were severally charged with 
having, with several others, riotously and felonwpusly assembied in 
the parish of Bedminster, on the 30th of October last, and with ha- 
ving broken open and damaged his Majesty’s gaol and the house of 
the governor. ‘he first indictment consisied of ten counts, and 
related to the fact of demolismag; and the second indictment of 
nine counts, charging the felonious intent. ‘The examination of wit 
acsves thencommenced. The evidence for the prosecution having 
been closed, the evidence tor the prisoners continued ti!| eleven 
o'clock at night. The court was then adjourned to the next mora- 
ing, when the Chief Justice charged the jury. The jury then rete

[4] No doubt, it would cause great distress to some of those who | 
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now live by the paper money system, and to considerable portions 
of the public, to break up, suddenly, the artificial contrivance. But 
we wil suppose that it were done gradually instead o suddenly. 
In that case the result would be very different. Lotteries cannot 
be done away with, without injuring lottery dealers, nor can in- 
temperste drinking be prevented without injury to those who deal 
in ardent spirits. But these are not reasous why lottery gaming 
and intemperance should not be prevented, so far, a’ least as they 
are now encouraged and upheld by legislation. So with the paper 
money system: that, also,is an evil which should not be fostered 
by legislative enactments. Whether it should be prevented by such 
means is avuther questson, which it will ve profitable to diseuss af- 
ter the previous one is disposed of.

CONSPIRACY Ly PARIS. 

The London Stanvard of January 7, which, by means of its spe- 
cial expresses from Paris, now gives the latest intelligence from the 
Freneh capital, contains the following news from France. 

We have received by special express, the Paris papers of Thurs- 
day, which brings us a detatled account of the conspiracy to which 
we alluded vesterday The ministerial journals, from one of which 
we select an article giving a statement of the affirr, maintain that it 
was ¢xcited by the Carlists and fostered by money sent from Holy- 
rood House; but the proclamation, which wis found with the con- 
spitators, is jacebin in us general outline, complaining of con-inter 
vention in Italy, the surrender of Belgium to England, &e«. &c — 
Phe overt acts of the conspiracy were very absurd. ‘They were 
conficed to seizing on ‘he beitry of Notre Dame, by eight people, 
ringing the great bell as a tocsin, and attempting to set fire to one 
of the towersasacignal. Themen were almost immediately seiz- 
ed, only one escuping. We confess that we doubt the Carlism of 
the plot.

**This day (4th January) was fixed upon for decisive movement, 

and at four o’clock in the afternoon, eight individuals, who were all 
present at a meeting held by the conspirator’s in the morning pre- 
sented themselves at ‘he cathedral ot Notre Dame to visit the tow 
ersof the church, which they ascended without d.fficulty. On ar- 
riving on the towers, thse ndividuals erected barricides, attached 
a rope tothe great bell, and begun to sound the toscin, whilst two 
of their members set fire to the “Tour du Widi” The keeper of 
the cathedral, on axcending, was receiver’ with a pistol shot, and 
he immed: itely retired. The Municipal Guards immediately arr 
ved, with the so diers of the neighboring post. On ascecding the 
steps they were also received with pistol shots. A detachment of 
the Munie:pal Guard then beat down the varric de, and searched af 
er the conspirators, who, however, hid themselves amidst the great 
beams, which prevented them being discovered. ‘The only terch 
witich they possessed went out twice, and four out of the eight only 
were arrested Two others were tuken up a few minutes after 
wards, and two only remained, who avatied themseives of the obscu- 
ritv and were not discovered. lmmeditely all the dvors leading 
from the Cathedral were closed aud watched to prevent escape. 

“At ha!!-past eigh o’clock in the evening the fir reappeared a 
second time in the Tower ‘du Midi,’ the engire workers arrived, 
and soon extinguished the fire, and new reseasches were cominen 
ced with great activity.

Royal Fracas.—The recent marriage of he Infante Don Sebastian 
to « Neapolitan Princess the sister of She Qveen of Spain, has given 
rise Lo some violent scenes in the interior of the royal family at Ma- 

rid. ‘The Prince-s d Bouira, the mother of the Infante, was not a- 
vorable to the marriage, and employed ail her fluence to oppose it. 
She wished her son to marry a Portuguese Princess; bat this unton 
the Infantine evinced a decided repugnance. A warm discussion 
ensued between the mother, the son, and some other members of the 
family, the young Prince, together with several of his relatives, in- 
sisting upon the merriage d’inciination. This irritated the mother 
to such a degree, that sne attacded the son ina violent fit of rage, 
aud, but for the interference of those present, she would probably 
have inflicted upon him a mortal blow. The Princess was with some 
difficulty appeased ; and to obviate the recurrence of siguilar scenes, 
the King has ordered that the door communicating from her apart- 
ments to those of her son sh«ll be closed up.

had first seen him, followed by me. The two persons referred to 
were still there; and I supposedthat Gen Green’s object in joining 
them, was to discuss the subject of Col. Webb’s application. After 


we had joined them, Gen. Green said to me. ** Do you mean, sir, to | 
put yourself on a footing with Mr. Webb?” 


I revlied. ** I should 
not suppose, Gen. Green, that yon would ask euch a question, after 
reading his note,” or words to that effect. Generai Green then ad- 
vanee{to his desk, which was before him, and opening a drawer, 
took from it » pocket pistol with his left hand, and a cowskin with 
his right, and observed to me, ** I aim going to cowskin you, sir.” 


I could hardly believe him in earnest, but said to the two persons | 


who were standing on his right and left, buta little in the rear, 
‘Gentlemen, will you permit this’ Neither made any reply, nor 
Gen. Green then said 


reply was, **I do not know the 
particulars of your differences,” or sowething to that eiect 
Gen. Green then gave mea blow with the cowskin. I was en- 


| veloped in my cloak, from which I could not disengage myself, but | 
immediately closed with him, and a streggle ensued between us. I | 
| succeeded in compelling him to retreat around the table to the op- | 


posite side of the room ; and, in the mean time, struck him several 
lows. I thenattempted, and with success, to wrest the cowskia 
from his hands ard applied itto his shoulders At this Crisis, one 
of the persons before alluded to, seized me by the collar. and threw 
me with some degree of violence, backward uponthe floor. AsI 
rose up, Genera! Green renewed his attack upon me. I then ob- 
served to the two persons—** Gentlemen, three upon one, this ts 
Thev then interfered «nd separated us. During the 


attempt, as Ithought, to gouge me. Twoorthree persons appear 
ed at the door of the room during the rencountre, but retreated im 
mediately. Not a word, I think, passed, after General Green and 
myself had been separated, except an enquiry from me for my spec- 
tacles, which I had lost during the struggle ; and, on recovering 


| these and my hat, limmediately left the. apartment, and returned 


to my lodgings, taking with me the following note, which I was in- 
structed, and had intended, to present to Gen Green, in case he re 
fused to sign the apology proposed by Co’. Webb. 

‘* Gen. Durr Green : 

Sir :—In consequence of your having declined making the re- 
quired explanation and apology, in relation to your publication in 
the Telegraph of the 27th January ; referring to an extract froma 
private letter from me to a gentleman in Harrisburgh, I must de 
mand of you that satisfaction, which, while you claim to be eonsi- 
dered a gentleman, you cannot with propriety withhold. 

My friend, Samuel B. Barrell, Esqr. the bearer of this note, is au 
thorized te mak: the necessary arrangements for an early meeting. 


Yours, &c. JAS. WATSON WEBB. 


It may be proper to add, that 1 have no personal acquaintance 
with Gen. Green, and that no cause of personal hostility, known to 
me, has ever existed between us, and that I never exchanged a

TREATMENT OF MR. TAYLOR. 
| To the Editor of the Examiner. 

Sin—An enemy to persecution for opinions in religion, although 
no apologist for the Rev. Robert Taylor, hiving myself witnessed 
the severity with which he is treated in Horsemonger Lane Prison, 
I think it my duty to request the favor of your insertion of this com- 
munication in your truly liberal, useful, afd inflaential paper. Im- 
prisonment, in the mildest form, is hard to bear. I suspected some 
exaggeration attended the representation of the Rev. gentleman on 
this subject; but I found it was not the case. Only two hyurs in 
the day, from 12 to 2, are visitors permitted to interviews w.th the 
prisoner—hours when it 1s least likely that his friends can make it 
convenient to call. He is only to be conversed with through two 
iron grated doors, distant from each other four or five feet : the nar- 
row slip, or passage, between two high walls, surmounted with 
chevaux de frise, perhaps about twenty five feet in length, being all 
the space whichis allowed Mr. Taylor for exercise. Every alievia- 
tion of his miserable captivity seems to be denied him. A friend, 
with the view of relieving the horrors of a silence which threatens 
| painful consequences to his mind, presented him with = musical 
snuff box. It was taken away from him! To add to the discress of 
this hard lot, circumstances appear to warrant the prisoner in belt» 
| ving that it will only terminate with his days. It is certamly «lto- 
| gether a mournful spectacle to behold; and that individual must be 
| insensible to human misery, or the subject of the most awful big: “ry, 

who can behold it without feelings of pity and disgust. Th story 

of Mr. Taylor's attack on the jailor—which 1s the excuse for the se- 

verities he is subjected to—Mr. T. declares to be « gross misrepre 
| sentation. Surely, Mr. Editor, whatever may be the demerits of 
| the party in question, (and [ must think he is open to just censures,) 

this punishment is anti-Christian, and sadly vindictive: and can 
‘only tend to hinder the success of religion, by enlisting the sympa 
thies of the humane and benevolent on the side of its most deter 
mined opposer. My only object is, to call the attention of the pub- 
lic—particularly of the religuous public—to the case of a gentleman 
(he certainly és one who, as it appears to me, is suffering ina man 
ner very discreditable to this age of civil and religious liberty.

Many arguments might be here given in favor of this mode of 
election, and likewise many rules for determming the choice ; but 
my presént purpose is merely to suggest the method of designating 
on each votc—the first, second, and third chuice of the voter, to 
those who are accustemed to make calculations for themselves. — 
Should what is now written be deemed worthy of an insertion, and 
succeed in turning the attention of your readers to this subject, I 
may hereafter speak more fully upon it, and show that the mode of 
election I propose would put an end to all caucus influence—secure 
the office to the most popular candidate—relieve the people from

examination, and the production of new evidence on the part of the 
claimant, decided 1s favoref the latter In the mean time. his case 
had excited the sympathy of the citizens to a high degree ; and a

Do not believe me visionary, ‘or the truth of all Lhave weit 
ten has been fairly tested in New York, Philadelphia, and other

’ Conceive to yourself the quantity of plank that can be dressed, 
when one machine with the labor of two men can dress 60 rough 
plank with ease in an hour, and allowing 10 hours to the day, woule 
be 600 vlank per day for one machine. Thus one engine of twelvd 
horse power, with six laboring men and one engineer, can dress 
with eaee 1800 plank per day. One advantage which this machine 
has ever every other in the use of steam, is that the shavings produ- 
ced by the labor are sufficient (or nearly su) to keep up the heat un- 
de: the boilers, without any extra expense for fuel. 


Water power may be used, and to a greater advantage, where on 
ly a single machine is required ; but when we take into considera.
